involving the custody of a child. 
John Irvin obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus for Margaret 
Irvin living 


with James Weikert. Mrs. Irvin and 
Mrs. Weikert are sisters and the tes- 
timony submitted to the court show- 
ed that over four years ago Mrs. Ir- 
vin had to go to the jiospital for an 
operation she asked Mrs. Weikert 
to take care of the child. She was 
in the hospital four months and after 
her return was compelled to go back 
again. Then later one thing after 
another arose and the child remain- 
ed with the Weikerts who became 
greatly attached to the child and 
raised and clothed her. 
There was 


not a word of complaint from the pa- 
rents as to the treatment the little 
girl has received and they admitted 
she had a good home, but the child 
not being six years old. it was a 
question of the religious training as 
the 
sisters 
belong 
to 
different 


churches. 
The Weikerts contended 


that the relinquishment of the child 
TO them had been such for a period 
of four years that they should be al- 
lowed to have the child, while the 
parents asked for custody of the 
child, and the question for the deter- 
mination of the court was what 
would be to the best interests of the 
child. At the conclusion Mrs. Weik- 
ert stated she was willing to send the 
child to her parents' church and 
•school if that was required in order 
ihat they could keep the child.
